‘Those were 
days when the dice — seem- 
ed so heavily loaded against us 
that there were pardonable in- 
timations of dark doubt as to 
whether the magnificence — of 
Britain's rally to Mr. Churchill's 
‘offer of sweat and blood and 
tears would suffice to stem the 
tide, — Blows to our cause and 
our reputation were falling in 
quick succession; and they were 
‘not so few that we could stand 
yup to many more, Our cnemics 
made much of their triumphs, 
propaganda magnified the sound, 
and those who did not under 
stand the patient intention — of 
the British mind in these mat- 
ters were, jpossibly, too much 
impressed.

Yet Britain 
slands firm to-day, “an island 
against Chaos and the Devil 
added," not merely having 
theust down the throat of Hitler 
his Buckingham Palace — boast, 
but immensely more powerful, 
visibly amore determined and 
united than ever before!

That ef- 
fort must be an integrated effort, 
and nol, as it at present Is, a 
largely haphazard one, If we do 
not intend to‘Jive in the world on 
the Axis terms, we must decide 
for ourselves on what terms we 
do intend to live, and then prepare 
to secure those terms for our-

* that we, as a people, can com- 
mond,

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. SOME sixty years ago a promin- 
ent German zoologist embark- 

ed on one of the most diMeult 
pieces of research ever under- 
taken in a laboratory; he was de- 
termined to find man’s soul, After 


many months of investigation he 
published a weighty two-volume 


opus announcinmg to an astonish-- 


eed world that he had met with 
partial success, 

Not that he discovered the soul 
itself; but he did have clear, de- 
monsirable evidence that it exist- 
ed. He claimed that body ocdour— 
the B.O. of the modern-day soap 
advertiser—came directly from 
the soul. It emanated from the 
mouth, nose, skin 
trom the brain as. well.” B.O., 
therefore, was not B.O. at all, but 
rather S. QO. — soul odour!

- Dr. Gustav Jacgar was. a well- 
known professor of zoology, who 
had written several authoritative 
text-buoks on the subject. A man

of great ‘scientific talent, he dili- 
gently went about describing the 
soul odour or duft as he named it. 

_ There are two kinds of soul odours 
emanating from the body—plea- 
sant and unpleasant. 'The agree- 
able odours are beneficial, while 
the others are definitely harmful. 
Therefore, men and women should 
strive to retain the beneficial, 
agreeable odours and allow the 
others to escape. 

How was this to be done? The 
Tesourceful Doctor was at no loss 
for an answer. He pbdstulated thag 
clothing made from the pure wool 

‘, of animals had the desirable ef- 
fect of retaining the salutary soul 
odours and permitted the danger- 
ous ones to drift away. Therefore, 
he urged people to wear all-wool 
clothing to save their souls! It 
was this theory that ultimately led 
to the production of the 100%

that the underwear be made of 
wool, because it is worn next to 
the skin, and hence closest to the 
soul. “Women,” he prescribed, 
“should wear all underclothes, 
stockings, even corsets -made of 
pure wool. A dress of pure wool, 
closing well around the throat and 
having a double woollen lining at 
the chest and downwards, should 
he the -summer and wintery wear 
of women who would then parti- 
cipate in, all the advantages which 
I have deseribed and of which 
they stand even in greater need 
than men.” 


Jaegay’s teachings resulted in 
the formation of an all-wool cult 
in‘ Germany, which enjoyed some 
popularity for a. short time. In 
England there was also some en- 
thusiasm shown for Jaegar’s 
theories, but the Englishmen were 
more interested in the warmth- 
giving qualities of Jaegar wool as 
a protection from insular damp- 
ness than they were in saving 


‘their souls, 


Of all types of wool, the pro- 
fessor hat a distinct preference for 
camél wool In.his opinion it .was 
the most perfect soul-preservative 
available. In addition to its soul- 
saving qualities, h> claimed that 
the wearer pf camel, hair would 
acquire certain desirable qualities 
of that animal; they would be able 
to exist on very light nowrishment, 
and they. would ke endowed with 
an’ infinite amount of patience. 
The underlying principle, as ex- 
plained by Dr. Jaegar, is that: 

“When the dufc of an organism 
is absorbed by eating the flesh or 
by wearing the hide, hair or feath- 
ers as clothing; or by using the fat, 
of the anima} for cosmetic pur- 
poses; or by lingering long in 
atmosphere of such animals . 3?’ 
then the organism thus absorbing 
the duft acquires not the entire set 
of qualities and characteristics of 
the animal absorbed, but ats traits 
are more or less inclined in that 
direction.” 

All Dr. Jaegar’s findings were 
the results of what he considered 
to be strictly scientific investiga- 
tien, and not, ta use his own 
words, “mere speculation evolved

Toscanini is accredited with an 
interesting story, said to have 
been told by him to the men of 
the orchestra during his recent 
South American tour.. It appears 
that the famous La Scala Opera 
in Milan in the fall.of 1913 plan-. 
ned to give four special perform- 
ances of Verdi operas, with ‘all- 
star casts, as a special feature 
honouring the centenary of | the 
composer's birth. Two conduc~ 
tors were selected, Toscanini and 
a noted rival of his, each being 
allotted. two-operas. . ct 

“Prior to the performances Tos- 
canini’s rival came to the -man- 
agement and asked that he be 
paid more than Toscanini, “I do’ 
not care whether it is only ten 
cents ‘more a performance,” he 
said,-“I want to be paid that ten 
cents ‘more.” 

The management agreed. Lat- 
er, when the operas had been 
given, Toscanini’s rival came to. 
the opera house to collect his. 
check. To his. great surprise, the 
management gave him a bank 
draft for twenty cents. Natur- 
ally he protested; whereupon the 
management called his attention 
to the fact that he agreed he 
would accept ten cents a perform- 
ance more than Toscanini was 
paid. “Despite the fact that our 
book-keeping and bank costs are 
greater than the twenty cents we 
are giving you,” the management 
informed him, “we owe you no 
more, since Maestro © Toscanini 
conducted his two operas for noth- 
ing.”
